  (2) Consequence for failure to reimburse In the case of a State that fails to reimburse pursuant to paragraph (1), the State shall be ineligible for receipt of funds under title II of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 6601 et seq.).
